and that, some of these men had reportedly gone down to 
the Florida Keys to a camp for training.

It is to- be noted ‘that during the BATISTA regime, 
while serving as Senator from Oriente Province, MASFERRER 
was the head of a so-called "goon squad" commonly known as 
"The Tigers."

CASTRO. He is still regarded with considerable fear by 
many Cubans, and at the same time he has the staunch 
support of his followers.
